REMARKS 

Applicant's counsel thanks the Examiner for the very 
careful and thorough examination given the application. The 
specification has been amended as requested in Paragraphs 1 
and 2 of the Office action. Other amendments to the 
specification have been made for clarity and conformity. No 
new matter has been added . 

Regarding Paragraph 3 of the Office action, the 
referenced feature has been shown in an amended Fig. 2. 
Amended Fig. 2 is enclosed showing the amendment in red; a 
clean copy of amended Fig. 2 is also enclosed. The Examiner's 
approval of amended Fig. 2 is requested. 

The corrections requested in Paragraphs 4-5 of the Office 
action have been made. 

Regarding the remaining paragraphs of the Office action, 
the Examiner stated in Paragraph 13 that claims 28 and 42 
would be allowable if rewritten. Accordingly, the content of 
claims 27 and 28 has been added to claim 22 and the unobjected 
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portion of claim 42 has been added to claim 41; thus 
independent claims 22 and 41 should now be allowable. All the 
other claims remaining in the case depend from claim 2 2 or 
claim 41 and should accordingly be allowable. As noted above, 
the other claims have been cancelled. 

Since the Examiner indicated that with this rewriting the 
claims would be allowable, a notice of allowance is now 
respectfully requested. 

On page 1 of the initialled PTO-1449 returned by the 
Examiner, the "Other Reference" listed at the bottom of the 
page was not initialled. It is requested that this reference 
be considered and that a copy of PTO-1449 with this reference 
being initialled be returned with the next communication.
